. Lausanne, December 6. 

Lord Curzon in his speech before the Straits. commission said 
M. Chicherin was claiming to make the Black Sea & Russian Inke, 
with Turkey tho faithful guardian of the Straits. ‘ . 

The Allied proposals comprised complete freedom for merchant- 
men in peace or war, when Turkey was neutral, and complete free- 
dom for neutrala when Turkey was balligerent. with Turkey having 
the right of search. . 

Warsbips should have a free passage through the Straits in 
peace time, with certain reservations tegardicg their number and

There would bs the same freedom of passage, with some reszric- 
tion s.in wartime, when Turkey was neutral.

A most interesting story of his ex- 
perienees with the pirates was given 
by Mr. E. Haroon, wha acted as 
interpreter Go the abip, at yester 
day's seasicn of the Sui An 
Enquirs. He was playing dice 
in the Smokicg room prior to the 
attack, *Suddanty", he said, 
“L beard ‘Hang, bang, bavg,” Ny 
friend said ‘The ship is ‘on fire’. 
Then 1! heard samebody shout aut 
‘Pirates pirates’. 2 was standing 
there when three robbers came in 
with some passengers. ‘Thay had 
red paper bands on their revolvers. 
They taht us to putup our bands 
and one or two of the rubbers Gred 
on the ground. One or two uf the 
passengers attempted tu run ta 
the bom. One was a Freoch 
ptiest and, | believe, they pulled 
bim back and skos him in the leg. 
They searched the passengers, but 
they did not search me, for I said 
*| have ge money’." 

The witness told how the 
pirates searched about for an in- 
terpreter. Heeventually voluntaer- 
ed. “They gave me a cup of ten. 
aod said: ‘Coal yourself down.’ 
Then they gave me the “pass- worl
